Ox Saturday, about two o'clock in the afternoon, the warders of 
Ilford Gaol were thrown into considerable excitement and anxiety 

їп consequence of discoverivg tbat & prisoner bad escaped from 
their obarge. The felon, ho, it is stated, is a ticket-of-leave map, 
is nemed George Howell, sged twenty-three, and is said to bave 
eacaped once from Hertford Gaol He was sent to Ilford Gaol about 
five weeks since for housebreaking at Waltham Abbey, and, op 
account of the desperate character be bore, an extra supervision 
was kept over him. Notwithstanding this be managed to eludo tbe 
vigilance of tho warders, aud got away in the midst of the magis 
torial business of the petty sessions, and while numberg of police 
aud people epgsged upon business at the court adjolni the gaol 
were standing outside. It ja said that while locked in his celi he 
managed to pick the lock; then, getting into the yard, he secured а 
jadder, and reaching the top of the poundary wall, which is about 
thirty feet high, he dropped down outside, having first knocked 
down the ladder inside to avoid suspicion. Some people in the 
distance seeing him drop down, an alarm was given. It, however, 
being about dinner time, the officers almost simultaneously missed 
Lim. Не was recaptured at Stratford the same evening. 

Ox Monday, Mr Richards, deputy- coroner for Middlesex, held an 
inquiry at the Qneen's He:d, H'gh-street. Poplar, ве to the death of 
Jobe Bohards ap engl e-driver, o! 9 Wood- wharf-green, Green. 
wich, whose body wae found on the banks of the “bames, near 
Millwall pler, Poplar. According to the evidence of Obarles How- 
lett, & wa erman, and of a police-constable, deceased wes fovnd on 
tho previous Friday morning, st low tide, in the mud on the 
banks of the Tawes Ar pe wassecured to hie body, but before 
it oonld be removed the tide ccvered it, when it was found that it 
would rot float, thus showing that the body had not floated to the 
place where it was found. The police discovered that there was a 
wound on deceased’s forehead, from which Issued fresh blood. This 
led to the supposition that there bad been foul pl«y, aud a surgeon 
was sent for. Relative to this the coroner remarked that the p ‘lice 
had no business to send for a surgeon when they knew the man was 
dead, and for the future he would nct allow the fee for medical men 
во sent for. The following letter, wbich was fourd upon deceased, 
led to the inference that be had committed suicide. It ran as 
follows :—“ This is tell you I bave been тьКїпд to you 
Don't you goin my room bis gur fault Give my leve to my 
mother. This your fault, Mre. Beil” The brother of десев‹ед 
said he bad not tten the lat er for three weeks. Tbe deceased had 
been ont of work. and bed been in a desponding stete Mrs. Bell 
above referred to was bis cousin. The verdict of the jury was— 
„ That deo-ased was found crowned, but how he саше by bis death 
there wae no evidence to show.” 

Ом Monde, Dr Lsvkerter beld an inquiry at tbe Montrose 
Tavern. St James’s-road, I-ipgton, as to the death of Frederick 
Turner в sboemaker. of 72 R.ilway- road. Islington, who was 
found in bis shop with his throat cnt and was supposed to bave 
committed suicide. Maria hu ner, widow of the deceased, said that 
ber husband had for the last eight daye been suffering from scarlet 
fever, aud bad been delirious The previous Friday morning, at 
abou t y minutes psst seven o'clock, she went inte the sbop, 
aud th re found bm with his throat cut, and with a razor in hie 
hand. H- lived „bout three minutes after she found bim. Mr. 
Robert Scott, surgeon, said that on Friday he was called to deceased, 
and found him with his throat cut. The act had been committed 
in а most desperate and determined manver. Deceased bad been in 
a s'ate of delirium for several days The jury returned a verdict, 
a a deceased committed suicide while in an unsound state of 
mit 

On Saturday morning, Mr. Bedford received information of the 
death of & boy named Robert Mason, thirteen years of age, who 
met with а horrible death through being caught by è fly-wheel on 
the premises of Meesrs. Jackson and Shaw’s steam saw mille, Earl- 
street, Horsferry-rosd. It appears that the father of the deceased 
is a sawdust collector, and while the father and son were engaged 
gathering the sawdust at the above-mentiened mille, the latter in- 
cautio went beyond the boundary towards the msohizery, when 
the fly-wheel caught the teils of his coat and carried. him round 
with fearful velocity, dashing his body against the ceiling and the 
ground. The alarm was instantly given, but before the msch!ner 
could be stopped the fiy-wheel bad made several revolutions wit 
the unfortunate boy entangled in thespokes On his extrication, to 
the surprise of all present, he was found te he living, and 
accordingly he was rapidly taken to Westminster Hospital, where 
Mr. Pearse, the house e was in immediate attendance. On 
examination, it was found that all the limbs of the sufferer, as also 
the ribs, were more or leeg broken; the left erm in five or six 
places, with the pieces of bone protrndivg through the skin. Hie 
skull wes also severely fractured. Notwithstanding these fearful 


3 the sufferer survived the occurrence more thau two 
ours.

Jovernment was for а long time indulgent, exteuding clemevoy to 
far as to vive these misguided men who were ignorant of the facta 
an pportunity to join tbe great majority of the nation, and ove. 
more pursue the path of duty. In this the Goveromont was ens- 
cessful, and honourable men ranged themselves under ite bauner 
with confidence in tbe just and liberal principles by which ite 
policy is sheped. The cause of disorder was sustained only by a 
few leaders, whose passion stifled their patriotiem ; by tbe most 
demoralized of tbe lower classes, too ignorant to comprehend poli- 
ti al principles; and by a lawless soldiery, such ва slweys remains 
the last sad vestige of civil war. From henceforth {һе contest will 
be solely between tbe resp«oteble min of the nation and bands of 
criminals and highwaymev. There can be no more leniency, as it

EXECUTION IN AMERICA. 
Cuamp FERGUSON, 8 notorious guerilla, who had been convioted 
of several murders, was «xecu'ed st Nashville, Tennessee. The 
papers of that city give the followi: g account of his conduct before 
and at his exection :— 

“ Fergusc n's wife and daughter spent most of the time with hin 
from their arrival on Wednesday until the night before his «xecu- 
tion. In that interval he received many visitors, with whom he 
conversed freely concerning his fate. Не sp ke lightly of his ap 
proaching death, and gave partioalar instructions concerni: g hie 
coffic. He professed to believe in a future world atd in а meroiful 
God, and firmly maintained that bo was justifid by the Jaws of 
war in every act he had done, aud for which he had been con- 
demned. On Friday, at noon, the execution took place at the 
Penitentiary grounds. The condemned man bore himeelf up bravely, 
evinced no emotion until the rope was placed around bis neck, 
when his face turned very red and broke oat into profuse perspira- 
tion, attended with a strong quivering of the lips He stood com- 
posedly on the drop some twenty minutes, while the charges, speci- 
cations, and sentence were read by Uolonel Shafter. He nodded re- 
oogition to several persons in the crowd, and shifted his position in 
an impatient manner while the sentence wes being read. To some 
specifications he inclined bis brad in assent. To others he shock 
his head. That about Ban Huddleston caused him to взу, ‘I can 
tell і: better than that.“ When the speaker read, To all of which 
the prisoner pleads not guilty,’ he sad, ‘I don't know.’ After а 
prayer by his spiritual adviser ho was then ssked if һе had any- 
thing to say before proceeding with the execution. Ho replied, 
Nothing to вау particularly at ali; no, I don't think I have.’ The 
noose was placed around bie neck, and then, for the first time, he 
gave eigne of emotion, and bis face blushed to в deep scarlet, The 
perspiration broke forth profu:ely from his fase, and bis lips 
closed with a convulsive quiver Tho ieslizstion of his awful 
situation seemed to have fl:èh-d over his mind in all its fulness, 
overpowering his fortitude Colonel Shatter wiped the sweat 
away, and the prisoner gradually recovered his eqasniaity. 
He expressed himself эз much cpposed to having anything 
placed over his eyes when „ handkerchief was osiled 
for. Then he volunteered? tho statement, ‘I don't know 
some things in those sprcifications, but I don’t deny any- 
thing I ever done.’ For a moment or two he seemed to be reproseing 
an impulse to make fuller remarks After а brief pause he added, 
‘I want to be sent to my family. I don’t want to ^e buried on this 
soil.’ After another pause ho continued in an excited tone, Don't 
из me to the doctors; І don't want to be out ор’ Here Oolonel 

A short silence 
followed, when the prisoner azain spoke. ‘I want to be put in that

THE WREOK OF THE DUNOAN DUNBAR. 


Tre West India mail packet Oneida, which arrived at Southamp- 
ton on Saturday, brourht to England some of the orew of the a'ip 
Duncen Dunbar, which wag wrecked on tbe reef Las Rooose, in 
long 33.45 W. and let 352 8, on the 7th ult The ship was bound 
for Byduey with passengers and cargo, and she struck the reef at 
high water, becoming firmly fixed upon the rock Every effort to 
get her off proved vain, although cargo was thrown over board snd 
masts ont away to lighten her. The vessel rolled from side to side, 
ihres'enipg to go to picoes every moment. There were the un- 
o-asing rcar and the white expanse of the remorselese breakers ; 
above the din resounded the shrill and mocking cries cf myriads of 
birds, and around rolled the dark waters, in whioh it seemed that 
all must soon be engulphed. An exploration wae made, and a 
small spot of the reef ‘ound among the breakers. But before any 
one could be landed upon thie place it wes necessary to wait for 
daybreak, and the suff-ring of all on b ard waiting through the 
night in such terrible danger may be imagined better than they oan 
be described. At length day broke, and preparations were made 
for landing. The passengers were lowered in a chair over the 
stern into the lifeboats, it being impo-sible to get the boats slong- 
side the rolling vessel By seven all were landed. On landing it 
was found that the little islet or bank of sand was covered with 
pig-weed, but there were no signe of water. During this day the 
captain direoted the Janding of water and provisions. Untortn- 
nately, four out of the five water puncheons got at were lost The 
party on the reef numbered in all 117 souls. For the first two days 
only half a pint of water а-рівое was served, although all were toiliog 
in a severe and nvagcustomed manuer unger в broiling sun, the 
thermometer at 112, Ов the day of landing s tent was erected near 
some heavy ріес:в of wood, which were evidently part of what is 
given in tue obart ав the Syren Beacon, whioh appears to have 
fallen some time since. The island seemed quite covered with 
birds, which, from their very wildness, took no more notice of wen 
or women than to move а few feet out of our way. The ground 
swarmed with a large species of earwig, aud was in many places 
honeycombed by the holes of land orabs, The meal on tbat first 
day consisted of a small plece of nearly raw and a morsel of ship's 
biscuit. The ladies slept that night under the tent, and the men 
in the open air—at least slept go far вз it was possible to sleep in 
the uvosasing din of the screeching birde, and under the attacks of 
the crabs and vermin. The captain and six seamen, with one of 
the passengers, sailed away on the fourth day in ono сї the lit-- 
boats, with the view of reaching Pernambuco and gaining assist- 
ence. Five versela passed by the island, but every effort to attract 
their notico was fruit The captain, however, in the meantime, 
reached Pernambuco, and there obisired the assistance of the 
Oneida atenmehip, carrying the Brazil mails to Southampton. All 
tno pissongere cud ocew were taken off safely, вой not one life wes 
lo:t. slchough extreme sufferiog bad been encountered. Гое Onci?a 
cama пр on the і7‹ћ to the island where the shipwrecked pco 0 
were, в that teu days had elapsed bubween the wreok of tho mir 
sni the timo of deliverance.

I до not think 
it would be safe to briug her here to-day. as sbe is sufforing from 
sane consumption. It would be unsafe to bring her out in the 


cold. 

All parties prooreded to 52, Baker-street, where Mrs. Merrick was 
in bed proppad up by pillows. Sbe is apparently from twenty-eight 
to thirty years of sge. Her face bears the impress of her havin 
been в doe-looking woman, but now her complaint bas very muc 
emesiated her. She gave her evidence in а very oelm and colleoted 
Manner, and also endured a long and rigid oross-examination. 

She said: My name is Annie Merrick. I &m married. For some 
time past I have been suffering from consumption. Ju September 
last I placed myself under the treatment of Robert Hantar, of 14, 
Upper Seymonr-street. I visited him several times. Last Saturday 
three weeks I visited him. I went int» tbe room, and he desired 
me to sit and inhale something. After I had been doing this some 
time, be said he would examine the pain in my side from which I 
wassuffering. He knelt down end pot one hand up my clothes, 
aud was examining шу side Не was in front ef ms. All at once 
he threw me back ín the chair, placed his head over my mouth, and 
l found he was fo an indecent position. He then ravished me. I 
was not uno nsolous at all, but I felt stupid, with а paralyzing sort 
of feeling which I cannot desoriba, I told him I would not enter 
the house again, and that he was a brute. I rushed from the house 
ae quick ly a» I could. 

8 The chair on which I sat was a very low one, 
with no arms to it. I cannot tell whether my dress was disordered 
as [ was frightened. I was shown into the room by the servant. 
When I went into the room he came in from another room, I be- 
lieve І cannot say for certain whether he was sitting down or 
whether he came from another room. The door of the room was 
fastened alter be got in He Mae ga! gt gg used to fasten it. І 
haye seen him fasten the little bolt ө did not festen the door 
directly upon this ocoasion. The servant came to the door, and 
then Hunter fastened it. I thick I had been inbaling for about ten 
minutes when he fastened it. Oannot say how long I was ia the 
room altogether. I went out into Oxford-street. Before I left he 
said he would have something made up for me. I returned to the 
door after leaving Oxford street; but as the blister was not ready I 
cid not wait When I left bia place I went to a friend's house а; 
the corner of Quebeo-street. I deoline to tell her name. I west in 
there beosuse 1 was excited.

Mr. Mansfield ruled she was rot bound to mention the name. 

Cross-examioation continu d: My friend ie a widow, but not yet 
Jorty. I have known her for about two years. I only waited 
there а few minutes till I thonght the blister was ready. When I 
returned the man said it was not ready. I did not say one single 
word to the lady about tbe dootor's behaviour. I did not appear 
excited before the lady because I could contro) myself. 

Mr. Herring: 1 now ask for the name of your friend whom you 
went to see. 

Mr. Mansfield: How oan it serve your purpose? 

Mr Herring: You дөө, sir, what her statement із. She says she 
goes to her house in & state of excitement, and having got there 
she cayo she om control her temper. I think it is most material 
that we should bave her name in order to examine her. "Then, 
upon leaving the doctor's house, she says nothing to the man who 
lets her out, but gives him a shilling and goes across to this lady. 

Mrs. Merrick: It was when I returned the second time that I 
gave him the shilling. I have en objection to give her name, as on 
my oath I declare I afd notbing to her ot it. 

Mr. Herring: Wes it a public-house or private house? 

Mr. Butler: Do not aue wer. 

Oross-exemination resumed: I know that there is в charge 
against my husband and brother for assaulting the prisoner, aud 
that it was to have come on to-day at the sessions at Olerkenwell. 
My husband went to Dr. Hunter's to make some fresh arrangement 
for bim to visit me. Thie was after the assault apon me. When 
my husband came home he said he had been to see Dr Hunter, who 
asid tbe month was up. and he wanted another five guineas. I told 
my husband he should not pay any more money to bim, and the 
doctor should not attend me. He asked me why, and 1 told him 
what ha had done. 

Mr. Herring addressed the magistrate on behalf of the prisoner, 
and said he did not think his worship would send the osse for trial 
upon the unsupported testimony of the poor woman There were 
strong improbsbtlitieg of a man like his client ever committing such 
ап outrage He would call Drs. Wille and Melville, who bad been 
in constant attendance upon her, and to neither of these had she 
mentioned а syllable of the alleged assault. Upon the evidence be- 
fore bis worship he would ash him to admit the prisoner to bail, 
good substantial bail, till a future occasion, and then be would 
have other witnesses in attendance. If she had been assanlted in 
the way abe said, would sh» not have called oat, se апу dent 
woman would have done? She said again she went to a friend's 
Lonse at the corner of Quebec-street io ao excited state, but when 
she got inside she was able to control herself 

Mrs Merrick (raising herself up): Will the magistrate allow 
Hunter to stand before me, and then вее if ho will say he паз not 
inenlted me ae I bave said. 

She was informed that this could not be allowed. 

Mr. Mansfield: The proper course now is tə adjourn back to the 
vonrt. 

“be prisoner was then taken back ia custody. 

Kirby, 233 D, said : I took the prisoaer iuto custody on Saturday 
night. I showed him the warrant, and he read it. He said nothing 
^t tbe time, and sent for a lady and gentleman residing in the bouse. 
The gentleman said, “ What A this?” and prisoner replied that he 
wae obarged wita assaulting a lady. 

This being the olose of the oase for the prosecution. 

Mr Herring said: It has gone forth to the publio that my olient 
Was not qualified to practise To show thet he is, 1 hold in my 
hand a diploma whioh he obtained in New York, and another in 
Cavada What bail will you take sir ?

Mr Huddleston, Q O., and Mr. Lexton were counsel for the 
plafotiff; Mr. Hwk ens, QO., aud Mr. Н. T. Cole for the de- 
fendant 

This wasan a ion for an assault, The plaintiff was a gasfiiter 
in Rassel!-strect, Covent es den, and the defendant wa. a publican, 
keeping the Orown ard Sceptre 1 house st Poplar. It ap 
peared that the parties were st a shooting match (he Arietuoratic 
Sweepstakes) at Hornsey-woo^-heuse. After some of tbe shots 
had been fired а peveon named Wilson went up to a Mr. Hill and 
said he wonld trouble him for £5 which be bad won of bim Hii 
said he had rot made any bet, and ео the man said, “ We will 
show you what we do with you * Welobers.'" He then called to 
tbe people го duck bim, and thc y laid hold of Hill to drag him to 
a pond which «as upon the premises. At this moment the plain- 
tiff, who was a friend of Hill s, came up and told the mob not to do 
that, upon which the defendant atruck the plaintiff on the nose, 
cutting it open, and then struck hin a violent blow on the eye, 
and so much injured it that he could not see oat of it for а week, 
and was under the doctor's hands. The parties after that threw 
Hill head foremost into the pond. 

The plaintiff, who stated the above facts, admitted that Hill was 
not sober. Plaintiff did not strike the defendant before he struck 
him. А ring was formed, but the plaintiff did not fight four or five 
rounds and then shake hands with the defendant, saying he bad 
had encugh. A policeman was called, to whom the defendant 
gave his name and address. There were about 2,000 persons 
present. 

Hill was called, add be stated that he was a currier in Queen- 
street, Long-scre He was at the sbootiLg matoh on the let of 
July. Wes in liquor before tbe shot was fired. He said, “Five 
pounds he does not kill” No one answered. As soon as the shot 
was fired Wilson asked him for £5. Witness said he had made no 
bet. Had about £20 in his pocket in gold, silver, and copper 
altogether. 

Cross-examined: Never made а bet before, and never would 
again Could hardly stand erect; had something to drink, bat did 
not know what it was—whatever osme first. Went there in а osb 
with the plaict ff, as be thaught the ride would do him good. Was 
thrown into the pond. 

Another wituess stated that the plaintiff laid hold of Wilson, 
trying to pull bim away from Hill Did not see much of it, as be 
vert to see Hill throwu into the pond, which smused him more 
It was the rule to throw a “ Welcher“ ішо а pond. if there was 
no lax to make а man psy a bet, you hada right to do what you 
chose with him, acoordivg to his opinion. 

The learned judge said he hoped some one would let the magis- 
trates know ef these proceedings. 

z he defence was that the plaintiff's case was not in accordance 
with che real facts which had takeu place. 

The defendent was caled. He was present on this occasion. 
The transaction took place onteide the gardens. Saw the plaintiff 
holding Wilson by the collar, Told him he would choke the man, 
upon which the plaintiff struck him two blows on the tace. De- 
fendant theu struck the plaintiff a sight blow. All the noblemen 
and gentlemen standixg rouud oslled out “А ring,” and he aud 
the plaintiff fought four or live rounde, and then the plaintiff said 
he had envuga, and they hock hands. Plaintiff went away, aud 
shortly returned with a policeman, and told bim to take the defen- 
dautiuto custody. The policeman refased to take the defendant 
into custody, but asked for bis address. He and plaintiff after wards 
shook hands. 

Crose-examined: Wilson was no friend of his—not s particular 
friend At the time the people were calling out, Duck him," a 
policeman bad hold of Hill on one side and Wilson on the other. 
The policeman was ordered by the proprietor to take Hill out of ше 
gardens. Had never seen a Welcher ducked, but should like to 
have seen it. Took care not to bit a hard blow. 

Re-examined: When they had got Hill out of the grounds there 
wae a cry of Duos Lim." It was cuiside the grouuds ша; he and 
the plaintiff fought. 

William Gcoa vin (passing by the name of Wilson) stated tbat 
be was in the grou.os. Saw Hill there, who said he would lay 
£5 to £2 on the shot. Witueas took the bet. Hill hed the money 
io his hend, but when witness went for it Hill put the money in 
hie pocket, aud refused to pay. Some of the gentlemen ssid, Pot 
him out of the grounds.” There was no intention to put bim in 
the pond. After taking Hill out cf the grounds the policeman left. 
Plaintiff took hold of witness to pull him away from Hil Defen- 
dant said, “ Let the man alone." He thought the plaintiff struck 
the defendant first. 


Oross-examined: Wes his own master. Did not do any business 
bu: pigeon-shooting. Had been a gamekeeper. Did not know that 
Hill was in liquor, although he had seen him stending there for 
twenty minutes. The ncbiemen and gentlemen were the persons 
who ducked him. Did not know whether he bad had a fight 
there the Saturday before, or on another Saturcay. Had shot 
for £100 в-віде. 1f he could not be paid for bis labour he would 
not do it. 

John Brett knew both the plaintiff and the defendant. Baw 
them that day. Followed the mob out of the ground. The police- 
man and Wilson had bold of Hill They were saying, Put nim 
in the pond." Saw the plaintiff tura round and strike the defer- 
dant on the cheek, snd.t£hen the defendant struck tue plaintiff. 
The gentlemen called for а ring, and one was formed, aud they 
fongot three or four rounds, wnen the plaintiff said he bad bas 
enough, aud they shook hands. Both were bleedivg in the face 
Afterwards the plaintiff wanted to give the d fendant in charge, 
but в nobleman said he could not do that as he had struck the 
defendant first. 

Orogs-examined: Witness was а sawyer at Blackwall. Could not 
tell whether the defendant had kicked the pleiut ff firet. 

B Woodrum, a coal desler at Hornsey, said he was at the match 
Heard some one (Hilt) offer £5 to £2 on the gun, sud Wilson touk 
it, Hill refused to pay, eayisg be had mede no bet, Wileon eatd 
be would have the movry. Some gentlemen said, t Bandie bia out 
of the ground.” A policeman came, who, with Wilson, got him out 
of the ground, and шеп the policeman left Pisinuff leid bold of 
Wilson. Defendant said, Leave the man alone.” Plaintiff said, 
ti What have you to do with it?” and struck nim. ‘There might 
have been а blow struck before, but witness did not revit. They 
then fought three or four rounds; they shook hands afterwards. 

Cross-examined: Betted at these matches. Played at billiards. 
Sold coals оп commission. 

John Sharp: Heard the bet offered and taken. Went halves in 
the bet with Wilson. 

Oross-exemiaed: Was в commercial traveller. Sometimes betted 
Hed been 8 farmer, 

E Short, а butcher: Heard the bet. Saw the man being shoved 
out of the ground. Saw the ducking, and on hie return sew the 
plaintif aud defendant fighting. Plaintiff then said be had had 
enough of it. 

A raper : Baw the plaintiff atrike the defendant, and then they 
hao a fight 

Oiors-rxsmined: Pad been an omnibus conductor. Hed been 
living on some little mon-y bie father had left bim; but st- 
tended shooting matches, fairs, and raves, and betied and lost 
his money. 

J Dawson, a clothier and draper: Plaintiff s ruck the first blow. 
Went once & year to see the arisiooracy shoot, aud did not expect 
suythivg of this kind. Went for pleasure. Hill lost his bet, and 
would not pay, although he had plenty of money. 
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Cross-examined : Thought Hill deserved the ducking, aud was 
glad to see it 

Mr Justice Blackburn ошо d ap tho сме. Whether the bat was 
mada or not, it wa» illegal for p^reo:s to attempt to dock the men. 
if the police had taken the man out for the purpose of b iog duoted, 
they bad acted very improperly, and, no doubt, the inspector would 
ivquire icto it, Jt was quite proper that th» plsistifl should en- 
reavour to rescue Hill from being thrown irto the pond and the de- 
fendant acted improperly it be bad айешр'ей to prevent tbe plaiatiff 
from rescatog Hill If the aristooracy did frequent this place, he 
could only say he was eorry for their tasto. 

The jory returned a verdict for the plaintiff —damager, £:5 


EXTRAORDINARY AFFAIR WITS GREEK BRIGANDS. 
THE Athens correspondent of the Times relates the following 
rio story :— 

8 eras the brigand chief, has crowned his villanies this week 
by murdering Pappas Speso, the parish priest of Marathon. Daring 
many months, the nts of А іса suffered во much from the 
brigands and from the oppretslou of the troops employed to ostoh 
them, that inthe month.of September the Greek Government was 
induced to offer rewards amounting to £5 0(0 for theextirostion of 
the band in tue vicinity of Athens, and upwards of. 4500 for the 
head of Kzos This proclamation bad the effsot; of: rendering the 
brigands more cautious in their interoonreg with (he p»ssantry, cir- 
cumscribiog the district from which they levied supplies, and ron- 
deriog their exaoiions intolerable within thet district The village 
of M.ra'bon suffered very severely, and the inhabitants urged Pappa 
Spero, who was often forced to reocive commanications from Kitz e, 
to make an effort for their relief Peppa Spero is supposed also to 
have entertaine i some private resson for вееВї! g a bloody revenge. 
Ho presented himself to the commander of the g-udarmerie in Atctos 
with an offer to concert measures for leadiug Kitzos into an в n- 
bush, where the ospture or destruction of his whole band could be 
easily accomplished. The pricet kept bis word iu eo far as 
the selection of the place was concerned; for he decoyed Kitzos 
down iato. the plain betveea the mountains and the 
sea on the southern road to Marathon at an hour of 
the day that rendered bis escapa, supposing ordinary 
precautions to have been taken, almost iwposible. Pappa 
Spero corcerted with Kitzis thet he was to lead a party of 
rich Athenian sportsmen to shoot at Meratbou, where Kitz в could 
secare them aud hold them forrasaom He informed tbo Govern- 
meut of thie arrangement, aud ihe nilitary authorities at Athens 
acopted a plau whic gives us an cot weasure of the services 
which the army renvers to the country. Оа Monday morpnicg, 
long before daylight, the ргі: ве cet cff with a pariy of five eporta- 
шец in à carriage. Th-se sportamen were officers and gendarmes, 
who carried double-barrelled guns and doub less good revolvers. 
Waen tuey reached the ravine tbat runs from Pikerme to Repheuais 
they dismounted, partly to allow the troops sent vp Mount Pente- 
licus to reach the deep glen of Rupetoea, cel biated for a former 
escape cf some of Kilzos’ men, aud partly to take their break ase 
before beating tbe lower slopes for partir dyes end brivende. The 
distencs of the place seloted by tho Біда з catchers for the halt 
was not ill chosen. Tae country js uulols ug with some treos 
eoattered up auddown, and еді» апове fron ibe lower slopesof Mount 
Pextelious te the sea ie about three miles The carriage-road to 
Marathon was before aud the grea’ plain cf Mreoxeia bebiod, Pento- 
licus to the loft aud the sea fo the right. The ground was admiran! y 
chosen for ospturing au enemy, and;uow Ki zs ven urid iuto such а 
position is а puzzle, hough, doubtless, be kne w all the dangers of the 
position better than I do. Both brigsud c+'ohərg and brigands were 
tatisfied with the selec ion, but tbe brigande kept good watob, and 
the soldiers neglected every precaution No watch was kept, and 
no guard bad selected his tree and kept his erus ready. So the 
brigands crept up to the brigand catchers unobserved. ‘Their pre- 
sonce was revealed by their sboutiog the fearful words, ' Eis ten 
topon,’ which is the Kleuhtio word of c mmand, * Mova not,’ the ad- 
dition, ‘or you are a dead man’ being understood. Lhe astonished 
so'diere looked ир froin vere cold roast and saw a gun pointed at 
each—so tho brigand word of command was obeyed. Pylios, the 
beotber of Ki z s, stepped forward and collected the arms. Look- 
ing round at the perty, h^ nodded to his acqasintsances. But to one 
be is reported to have said, ‘Who or what on earth b'onght you 
here to catch ue?’ Tho reply was, ‘Pappa Spero’ Papps Spero 
was immediately shot. He received two balle in his boc y, and bis 
murder was completed by hacking bim with в yatayben It 
ia not very ему to make out distinotly what followed. 
The brigsuds, however, allo ved the brigand-catoherg to re- 
turn to Athens One of the detaohmente of ge«ndermes 
Dreweed 20 rapidly forward on hearing the shots fired at the priest 
that it almos: succseded in catting off the retreat of the band. A 
ekirmish took place, and a hero named Phlingos, one of the worst 
brigands їп Kuzos's company, was wounded in the leg and taken 
pr'sorer As usual, Kitzos aud th» rest passed through the mili- 
tary cordon that enclosed them, aud vanished, as he hes done re- 
peatcdiy. his affair ie very sevorely criticised by the publio. The 
manner in which it presents itself to the popular mind is tbis :— A 
parish priest, driven by tn» enffarlngs of the peasantry, tries to lead 
the brigands into an amousb in order to deliver bis parishioners 
from intoleravle exactions. Five officers aud soldiers go vut to 
capture the brigsnds. They allow themselves to be disarmed, aud 
look on while the priest ig murdered in their presence. Toey then 
return uvarmed to Athens, as I am informed by the highest mili- 
tary authority. Ki:zos apprars to be perfeo:ly aware of all thet is 
done at the War-offive or by the Government.” 


OUTRAGE IN А RAILWAY CARRIAGE — А recent case of abomi- 
nable outrage on two ladies travelling on the North- Eeatern Rail «ay 
between Boarborough and Paieley-bridge was made the subject of 
a magisterial investigation, on 8a urday, at the Norton (East Riding) 
теру sessions Оа the 27:h alt, Mrs. Biackburn snd Mies 
Rooinson, of Pateley- bridge, were pessengers, with periodioal tour st 
or excursion tickets, by an evening return exoureion train from 
S»arborough to Pateley-bridge. The defendent, a fa mer, named 
Bobert Ager, residing at West-end, Pateley-bridge, got into tha 
same carriage as the married lady, end between Scarborough and 
Melton expressed bie intention of violating her person, and con- 
quoted himself im a moet brutal manner, hurting her ао much that 
she was ill for & week. At Melton the defendant got out of the 
carriage, and was locked out by & passenger who had a key, but he 
got into snother compartment and attempted the same outrage on 
the younger lady. All the way to Pa'eley he used most disgusting 
language. Other passengers restrained him and gave the ladies 
what protection they could in the dark, there being no light in the 
carriage. Оре of the defendant's freaks wae to make aud light a 
flambeau in the carriage. The conduct of the defendant was so 
gress that the two ladies were afraid to travel in the same train 
with him to Malton without protection, and Mr. Blackburn was 
obliged to escort them te Malton and Блок 132 miles. Agar made 
no defence. He anid he was “rather fresh,” and made a noise like 
the rest of them. The magistrates said that thie oase was ove of the 
most brutal that had ever been beard in this court, and they re- 
gretted they could not impose a bigher бие than the by law 
v&med. It vas men like Ager who reudered it во daugeroue tur

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SCENE IN 1НЕ RRTORT-HOUBE. 
TERRIBLE EXPLOSION AND LOSS OF LIFE. 

Tux Illustration in the front page represents en explosion that oc- 
curred at tbe London Gas Company's Works, Nine Elms, which 
caused s serious loge of life, and destroyed much valuable property 
The works are situated in Nine Elme-lane, close to the workshops 
of the Bouth-Western Railway Company. They occupy а lerge 
area of ground in the form of а parellelogram, runniog at right 
angles to tbe river, some half-mile from Veuxhell-bridge. The 
northern end ie covered by the business offices of the company. On 
the eastern side, extending half the length of the works, and imme- 
distely beneath the high retaining wall, was & range of one-storey 
buildings, used as workshops by oarpenters, blacksmiths, meter 
makers, and also for store-rooms, Tight offices, and counting-houses. 
On the opposite side of the yard was a lofty building, used as a 
retort-house for distilling the orude gas. Between these two ranges 
of buildings was в large gasholder, some 150 feet in diameter. Im- 
mediately to the south of this was a new building, just erected for a 
meter-house, fifty feet in length by thirty feet in width, with & 
handsome iron roof. About 100 yards to the south was another 
gesholder of the same dimensions, each being calculated to hold 
1,000,000 cubio feet of gas. There is enother gasholder on the 
western side of the works, of much lerger dimensions, but, fortu- 
netely, it is saly in pr cess of construction, and did not contain any 
gee. The accident co»urred just after the large staff of workmen 
engaged in the company’s works had returned from dinner, and 
while they were dispersing from the entrance gate to resume their 
ocoupstions. Uat rtunately a number of plasterers were engaged 
plastering the inie'ior of the new meter-houee. Suddenly, amid the 
scene of busy aot vity, tbe northern gssholder exploded with a roar 
like a salvo of heavy artillery, scattering death and destruction far 
and wide. They who witnessed the explosion and live to tell the 
tale desoribe the some ae grand though sppallisg in the extreme. 
A column of lurid flame shot high into the alr, inclining, however, 
towards the south, carrying with it the fragmenta of the iron plate 
forming the telescopic portion of the gasometer. In а moment 
the new meter-house collapsed and sank into a heap of ruins, bury- 
ing the unhappy workmen within beneath the fallen rubbieh. The 
windows and doors of the renge of workshops and offices were 
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those who were happy enough to escape without is jury. When 
they had qu ficlentiy recovered from their terror to look about them, 
an Sppalling soene met their view. Of the ges-holder whioh first

house was & W a ruins. Bricks and timber piled in a shapeless 
mass supported the iron roof and girders, which were twisted out of 
all form and partly embedded in the rubbish. The whole of the 
greund was'covered with tiles, slates, pieces of glass, fragments of 
sashes and doors, strips of iron. and sheets of lead. То add to the 
horror of the scene, а mass of flame was darting bigh into tbe sir 
from the soutbern gas holder, filling every one with the dread of & 
second explosion In а few seconds the cries of wounded men 
awoke the sympathies of those who bad esosped, and a geveral 
movement to rescue them teck plsce The appearance of the new 
meter-house left ne doubt that all the unfortonatea within it had 
met with instant death. About the grounds and within the sur- 
rounding buildings numbers of men, more or leas severe! injared, 
were discovered. Some of these poor fellows appeared to have 
been in tbe path of the huge volume of ignited gas as it passed 
towards the second gasholder, for their clothes and flesh were 
burnt. Others had been struck by flying bricks, pleces of timber, 
or fragments of iron, for their arms and lege were fractured, and 
their bodies covered with severe contusions. Some again had 
received severe wounds from the shower of fallen slates and the 
pieces of glass. Mavy of these poor fellows were lying partly 
buried in the debris of the meter house. The men within the works 
were ily reinforced by volunteers from without, and by а body 
of the division of polios. Working with hearty -— the 
sufferers who were visible were speedily rescued, and after receiving 
such succour as could be afforded on the spot, were despatched in 
cabs to St. Thomas's Hospital. A crowd of men simultaneously 
went to work on the ruins of the meter house, and in an incredibly 
short time succeeded in digging out six of the sufferers, and, after а 
somewhat long interval, a seventh. All these poor fellows were 
quite dead ; most of them had reoeived such ghastly injuries of the 
bead and face as to make identification & metter of great difficulty. 
The bodies as were recovered were placed in the time-keeper's 
lodge, and before night five were identified. There were about 
forty oases of injury of so severe в character as to justify immediate 
removal to the nearest hospitals. A large number of men who were 
less severely injared were removed to their own homes. The most 
severe cases were sent to St. Thomas's Hospital in oabs with all pos- 
sible speed. To of the wounded men died in the early part of the 
evening. Great damage hes been done in the immediate neighbour- 
hood by the explosion. By the eastern side of the works, in Haward- 
street, is a neat little row of one storey houses, mostly inhabited by 
employes of the company. Although the wall of the works is far 
higher than these little heuses, the force of the explosion was suffi- 
cient to blow im all the windows, burst open the doors, and 
seriously demage the roofs of the whole of them. A similar row 
of houses, knows as Radley-terrace, met with the same rough 
treatment, sosroely a door ог а window being left intact. The 
force of the explosion appeared to travel in а south-easterly course ;

Mr. T. Besley, barrister, represented 
the Lomdon Ohsrtered Gas Company, and other legal gentlemen 
were present for the injared parties. The several bodies were for- 
mally identified, and the coroner and jury then went to Bt.

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK.

ARRIVAL AND SURRENDER OF THE BHENANDOAH. 
"Тнк Confederate cruiser Shenandoah, which, notwithstanding the 
close of the American war, has been committing great ravages upon 
shipping, chiefly in the northern seas aud amongst whalers, arrived 
in the Mersey on Monday afternoon, and surrendered to her Ma- 
jesty’s ebip Donegal. Tais vessel, formerly the Sea King, was 
fi.ted up es a Confederate craiser when the American struggle was 
drawing to а close and cousequent!y she had comparatively little 
chaos of committing ravages upon Northern shipping. After the 
close of the war, howsver, having obtained & quantity of supplies 
at Melbourne, the Shenandosh ap in the Ochowk Sea and 
Benring's Straits, and did influlte dama. e to the whating fleet. It 
is estimated that since these depredations in these seas she has de- 
stroyed in all nearly for'y vessels, the majority of them whalers, 
and it ia known thet sperm oil has in consequence advanced from 
£70 to £120 per tun; end in consequence of the scarcity of this 
article from the destruction of these vessels, prices may advance 
from 25 to 50 percent. higher still Captain Waddell, the com- 
mander of the Shenandoah states that the las: vessel he spoke with 
was the Barracouts, from Liverpool for San Francisco, from which 
he learnt that the South was really and truly defeated. On this he 
at once stowed away his guns and ammunition in the hold, and 
ateered for Liverpool, stopping at no other к On arriving near 
the port he took & pilot on board, and, finding the news of the de- 
feat of the Confederacy was unmistekable, he desired him to take 
the Shenandosh elongeide a man of-wer, if there was one in the 
river. The ex-c uiser wae in consequenc» placed alongside the 
Donegal, and a or^w from that vessel placed in charge of her, some 
Oustome offiseré beiog elso in charge with them. As che came up 
the river the Shenendoah excited great attention, the sight of the 
Confederate ensign she carried being now a novelty.

FRASERBURGH.—BEVEN YOURG rr 
afternoon the inhabitants of Fraserburgh were th ro vn & stato of 
the greatest consternation by the tidings that & Боё had been 
swamped io the bay, and that seven young men belonging to the 
town were drowned. The day was observed as e fast, preparatory 
te the communion, and, the weather being fine, it appears that the 
lads had agreed to have а pleasure sail, for the parpore of shooting 
ses birds. They were seen to leave the harbour shortly after one 
o'clock, and, after passing ano her pleasure party in the bay, with 
whom they bandied some words in joke, they proceeded in & 
southerly course for nearly two miles, when, putting about shore- 
wards, they appear to have inadvertently NS Eque too closely 
upon the brea ters within а short distance of the mouth of the 
Pailorih Water. A boatman, it is said, who was at the ime soan- 
ning the bay with his glass, observed the bos: ship в sea, which 
swept two of the lads overboard. It then seems that while the re- 
maining five were attempting to rescue their companions, & second 
swell broke over and oapsized the boat. No time was lost in 
manning two smali boats and hastening to the вогпе of the disaster; 
but ав from the fury of the waves it would have been certain de- 
struction to have ventured near the capsized boat, those in the boats 
were unable to render any assistance. None of the lads were seen 
to stroggle in the water, they having apparently been drowned in- 
Stantaneouely. In the course of two hours after the accident the 
boat floated ashore, and with it the body of John Mundie, cooper, 
his feet belog entangled in part of the tackle. A second body, that 
of William Simpson, mason, came in shortly afterwards. On the 
following morning Robert Cuming, shoemaker, was washed ashore, 
but the others had not been recovered on Friday afternoon. Their 
names are James Gavia, blackemith ; Orawford Lamb, slater; 
Janes Hendry, mason; and John Noole, pilot's eon. Their ages 
vary from fifteen to nineteen. In the course of Thursday afternoon 
hundreds of persons crowded along the gsndg to the place of the 
disaster. It may be observed that about seven years ago the same 
boat swamped in the bay with three persons, one of whom was 
drowned. The owner (wno ів father of John Noble) has now oom- 
mitted ker to the flames —Scotsman.

But the greatest attraction of the scenery, costumes, 
aud stege appointments of these revivals is undou y their cor- 
reotness. They ате kuo vn to be taken from the best authorities, 
and convey в vivid impression of the manners and customs of the 
epoohs to which they refer. Thus the feudal hall of s ate, in which 
the king, surrounded by his nobles, is discovered ‘giving audience 
to the French ambassador, with its groined roof, Gotnio painted 
windows, and huge screen, drawn across the entire width of the 
hail, is а correct pictare, not only of the royal court of the period, 
but of the castles of the great fendsl nobles. Again, in the onteide 
of the walls of Angiera, we have the same age in its warlike aspect. 
Here the soldiers within the walls are armed with piok-axes, and 
the military in front are clad in the scale and chain ermour, and 
flat steel caps of the period. Then, in the Frenoh king’e pevilton 
we have the pomp and circumstance of the Papal power in the 
grand entree of the Pop;'s Legsty, Cardinal Panculph, with his 
suite. The last soene, the outside of Swinstead Abbey, is іціші- 
table, and must be seen to be appreciated. The Faloenbridge of 
Mr. Anderson was au admirable piece of acting. The varied phases 
of this singular character were played with a force and truth 
throughout. There are only two scenes tuat give much scope for 
the King—the scene in which Hubert informs him of the supposed 
deata of the Prince, and the dying scene. Mr. Poelps was most 
effectivein the latter. Mise Atkinson, as the Lady Oonatance, had a 
laryo share of the responsibility of the performance. The 
early scenes were her best. In denouncing the treaty with 
France and hu:ling anathemas at the Duke of Austria, where 
vehemence is neces-ary, she was much and deservedly applauded.

The progress of the carriage was 
slow, and the Prince and Princess made frequent acknowledgments 
of their greetings. 

The approaches to the Prinos's Landing-stage were beautifull 
decorated ; at short intervals throughout flagetaffs were raised, 
bearing alternately the British snd Danish colours. As the road- 
way between the barriers was somewhat roughly paved, it was 
thickly covered with light red а No 1 Brioge of the Landing- 
stage had been specially prepar for the Priuge aod Princess. It 
had been entirely repainted in blue and, white, and elegantly roofed 
in with cloth of the same colours. The centre support of the 
canopy leading to the poiat of embarkation was surrounded by a 
besutifal bouquet of flowers. On either sides were placed seats for 
those who had received the speciel invitations of the Dook Board. 
Behind these sgain were stationed on the right the 11th Liverpool 
Artillery Volunteers, to the number of 450 of oll rax ke, under the 
command of Colonel and Mejor M Iver.

At half-past eleven the eteamer Woodside, built on the 
Armorican system, vith a commodiour raised or hurricane deck ex- 
tending its whole leng'b, aud which had been placed at the disposal 
of the mayor by the Birkeuhead commissioners, came alongside to 
receive the persone privileged with invirations. ʻi he steamers were 
decorated with great taste.
